Note of Confidence 


Econom ists 
ex pect 
confidence 
from 
President Ly ndon J ohnson as he v iews 
the nation*» economy at the end of the 
y ear. The consensus is that gross national 
product—total of goods and serv ices pro­ 
duced—will rise from about $6 23 billion 
this y ear to $6 55 billion in 19 6 5. an ad­ 
v ance of about 5 per cent, as against 6 7 
per cent this y ear. 


During the four y ears of the Kennedy - 
J ohnson administration the gross national 
product has risen about $127 billion, or 
about 25 per cent. The stock market has 
been bullish, ex cept for the recent damp­ 
ening, since the sharp dip and remarkable 
recov ery occasioned by the shock of the 
Kennedy assassination. The Dow J ones 
industrial stock av erage is up more than 
39 per cent ov er 19 6 0 The dollar v alue of 
stocks listed on the New York Stock Ex ­ 
change is up well ov er $215 billion. 


A few alarms hav e been sounded 
Dr. 


Marcus Nadler, consulting economist to 
Manufacturers Hanov er Trust Co., last 
month called for proper monetary and 
fiscal measures to forestall inflation. *A 
renewal of inflationary pressures,” Dr. 
Nadler wrote, “ would aggrav ate the bal­ 
ance of pay ments problem and undermine 
confidence in the dollar. 
It would ad­ 


v ersely affect ev ery segment of the do­ 
mestic 
economy 
and 
could 
hav e 
far- 
reaching international repercussions ” 
A few day s later, Walter W 
Heller, 
retiring as the President’s chief economic 
adv iser, directed attention to the threat 
of shortterm inflationary pressures. 
He 
said he saw a strong possibility of an 
economic slowdown nex t y ear, particular­ 
ly in the second half. 
In this v iew he 
was joined by William McChesney Martin, 
chairman of the Federal Reserv e Board. 
These opinions were ex pressed before 
the rise in the Federal Reserv e discount 
rate following the increase in the British 
bank rate 


NATION’S BUSINESS, published by the 
U.S. Chamber of Commerce, reports four 
out of fiv e of 312 businesi leaders par­ 
ticipating in a poll ex pected the nation*» 
economic growth to ex tend through 19 6 5. 
A leading brokerage firm in its letter 
to inv estors states: “ Business in 19 6 5 will 
almost 
certainly 
set 
new 
records—in 
gross national product, personal income, 
industrial production, and 
most of the 
other broad indicators of ecnomic ac­ 
tiv ity . At the same time, howev er, a ma­ 
jority of economists ex pect a slowing in the 
rate of ex pansion as the y ear progresses.”

Instead of shrugging of preminitions of 
onrushing illness, we y ielded to them 
without a struggle and took to our couch- 
zufunfun attitude of resignation. 
The flu bug» were going to get us, 
bogey man sty le. Of that we were wholly 
conv inced 
Our 
morale was 
shattered. 


We were pushov er» . 
This psy chosomatic pattern of the in­ 
terdependence of attitude and 
phy sical 
condition appears in an acute form in 
the behav ior of hy pochondriancs—those 
unhappy wretches who believ e they are 
prey to ev ery ailment they hear about. 
The rest of us hav e a trace of hy po- 
chodria, too. Let an acquaintance suc­ 
cumb to some disease we nev er heard 
of before, and the following day we hav e 
the same sy mptoms. 
It was that way with the flu. 
If a bad y ear was upcoming, we went 
down like tenpins. 
This winter we feel better just know­ 
ing the odds are with us, 
instead of 
against us. 


The World Moves On, Slowly 


Some of us who » till remember the big 
oleo squeeze of y ears back ex tend sy m­ 
pathy to nativ es of Wisconsin. They ’re 
still In the squeeze 
Wisconsin still maintains a ban on col­ 
ored oleomargarine. It is the last state 
In the nation to stick with the dairy in­ 
dustry ’s dog-in-the-manger policy about 
the other spread.” 
Wisconsinites who want to use colored 
oleo must color it themselv es. There is a 
campaign afoot to change the state law in 
this respect, but the dairy industry is in 
no mood to giv e up without a lastditch 
fight. 
If the industry is forced to retreat, it 
ts ey eing what generals like to call a “ pre- 


v iously fortified position ” This would be 


a stiff tax on sales of colored oleo. 


Wisconsin’s neighboring state of Minne­ 


sota learned to its pleasure that a 10- 
cent tax on colored oleo produced nearly 
$2 5 million last y ear. 


In other words, there would be enough 
disloy al housewiv es in Wisconsin—disloy al 
to Wisconsin butter, that is—to make col­ 
ored oleo a pay ing proposition 


The world mov es on slowly . The dairy 
industry , coldly aloof to the fact it has 
been coloring butter for y ears, is still 
able to keep competitiv e oleo from being 
packaged with coloring already added in 
Wisconsin. 


More Wheat For Nasser

Here, too, there will 
be a long battle. 
The gov ernment has recalled 
a bright y oung prosecutor, 30- 
y earold William Bittman from 
Chicago, to work on the fight 
against the Hoffa appeal. Bitt­ 
man. 
who gets 
most 
of 
the 
credit for the Chicago conv ic­ 
tion, will leav e that city and 
operate out of the J ustice De­ 
partment. 
For Hoffa, his is the really 
critical fight. If he loses the 
jury tampering appeal in the 
Supreme Court he can run the 
union from prison.

THE COURT now say s that 
it may decree how states shall

Founding Fathers did not be­ 
liev e that the number of sena­ 
tors in Congress should be larg­ 
er for a state which happened 
to 
be

another. The assignment of an 
equal representation in the Sen­ 
ate to ev ery state, irrespectiv e 
of 
is 
population, 
was 
based 
on the theory that some kind of 
check was lecessary to protect 
the v ital Interests of the small­ 
er states. 


When it came to the House of 
Representativ es, 
the principle 
was recognized that the num­ 
ber 
of 
members 
from 
each 
state should be based upon pop­ 
ulation units, and the member­ 
ship of the lower house ha* 
been 
reapportioned 
after 
the 
national census ev ery 10 y ears 
to 
establish 
the 
number 
to 
which each state is entitled. 
The

be 
approx imately the 
same number of v oters in each 
v oting district for the election 
of 
representativ es 
to 
Con­ 
gress throughout the country . 


THE SAME PRINCIPLE has 
been applied witin the states 
in the structure of their own 
legislatures. 
Generally 
speaking,

bers of the lower house are al­ 
located on approx imately equal 
units of population, while the

tuted on a broader sy stem of 
representation so as to permit 
a more objectiv e v iew of cur­ 
rent questions, especially sec­ 
tional problems that could af­ 
fect the economic or social wel­ 
fare of the whole state.
